Pacific Electric motor busses 
will make their appearance here 
August 1 when the street car 
service between Upland and On- 
tario will be discontinued, C. E. 
Moser, agent for the company, 
announced today. On that date 
the passenger depot on Euclid 
avenue will be abandoned and 
the headquarters will be in a 
temporary office on Second ave- 
nue, just north of the P. E. 


* ‘Work on the temporary depot 
is underway today. The Euclid 
avenue depot will be removed, 
all the benches will be taken 
away and Second avenue will 
be the scene of the car stops 
on the San Bernardino-Los An- 
geles line. No_ stops will be 
made at Buclid. 


Route of the busses will be 
from the new depot, down Sec- 
ond avenue to Ninth street, 
Euclid avenue and on to On- 
tario. The service will start 
here at 6:30 in the morning and 
end at 12:58 midnight. Busses 
will run at approximately half 
bour intervals during the day 
and early evening.

This mating was a fail- 
ure as the birds were red with 
white markings in every section

Some of these feathers were nice- 
ly laced with red. I discarded all 
fowls of this mating. 

“The: same year I had produced 
from the original white and black 
splashed hen and her best son a 
real red cockerel of fair Leghorn 
type, this type coming from the 
Minorca blood as there was not a 
drop of Leghorn blood in the cock- 
erel.

Announcement was also made 
that J. B. Lippincott, an outstand- 
ing hydraulic engineer of Los An- 
geles, had been engaged several 
weeks ago to make a survey of 
water requirements and sources 
of supply. E. A. Rowe was also 
associated with him, and on their 
findings it was largely determined 
to call the meeting and if possible 
launch the improvement program. 

Three definite units of improve- 
ment are in the engineer's recom- 
mendation which will be present- 
ed to the stockholders for approv- 
al. If authorized the work will be 
started immediately, according to 
the plans. 

Reservoirs Planned 

The proposed work includes the 
following: 

4. Construction of a reservoir 
to equalize the flow and prevent 
fluctuation of the heads on the 
19th street well pipe line just west 
of Campus avenue and 20th street, 
and that booster pumps be in- 
stalled there and a steel booster 
line be constructed from that point 
north to 22nd street and west to 
San Antonio avenue. 

2. Installation of a similar res- 
ervoir, booster pumps and booster 
line on the 16th street well pipe 
line to connect with the reservoir 
on the 19th street well line. 

3. The development of a well 
at or near 4th and San Antonio 
avenue in the Chino basin capable | 
of furnishing about. .250 inches 
an- 
in 
the same basin later as needed 
and the construction of a reser- 
voir, booster pumps and pressure 
line from this point to Tth street. 
with distribution lines on 4th and 
7th streets. 

This construction, including in- 
terest and depreciation, would cost 
about $3 per share a year, Mr. 
Reynolds said 

Necessity of extending their 
source of supply is seen by direct- 
ors of the company.
